AMERICiN publishers, it will be remem- 
bered, some few years ago dissolved the 
American Publishers’ Association which then 
existed. Recently a movement for the resus- 
citation of the organisation has been in active 
work, and on June 24, as we learn from the 
New York Publishers Weekly, a meetin 
of American publishers was held, at whic 
those present unanimously decided on the im- 
mediate organisation of a National Associa- 
tion of Book Publishers. A committee of six 
was appointed to take preliminary steps until 
a permanent constitution was established, 
and a further meeting was arranged for July 
8, when the new organisation was to be for- 
mally completed. It is proposed that member- 
ship should be limited to trade book pub- 
lishers, and that these members should con- 
tribute, in amounts according to their gross 
business, a fund that should cover the needs 
of an aggressive office, perhaps ;£4,000 a 
year. 


Тик Canapiav Import or Books from the 
United States is about four times that from 
Great Britain. The amount from France is 
about one-fourth of that from Great Britain, 
while the import from other countries is 
hardly one-tenth of that from France. Text- 
books and books for educational institutions, 
which come in duty free, are not included, 
but probably make no great difference in the 
above comparison. Newspapers and periodi- 
cals make a somewhat similar showing, the 
import from the United States being some 
six times that from Great Britain, while thc 
contribution of France and other countries is 
so small that it may be considered almost neg- 
ligible. In view of the proposal that Canadian 
copyright should depend upon manufacture 
in Canada, on the same lines as the present 
arrangements for United States copyright, it 
may be pointed out that the results of the 
imports above stated go to show that it 
would not be advantageous even for Canada. 
as the Canadian market, measured in the 
actual size of editions, is small, and to set 
up type there for an edition of 500 or even 
1,000 would be wasteful and mean higher- 


priced books. х

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SOME OF THE YOUNGER AND MORE PRO- 
GRESSIVE of the London publishers are en- 
geome to infuse a more vigorous and 
<«(ip-to-date spirit into the working of that 
rather slow-moving and conservative orga- 
nisation, the Publishers’ Association. They 
have, so rumour says, been comparing Ше 
constitution and working of the Association 
with that of other representative trade orga- 
nisations, not altogether to the advantage of 
that which meets in Stationers’ Hall. Their 
investigations have led them to the conclu- 
sion that the present method of electing the 
Council does not always produce the best 
results, and that in the interests of the 
whole body of members it would be desir- 
able if the rules were altered so that some 
of the older members retired by rotation in 
order to make possible the introduction of 
new men, and, no doubt, new methods into 
the main counsels of the Association. In 
particular, they think that the usefulness of 
the Association is very much hampered by 
the present understanding by which resolu- 
ttions of the whole body are not necessarily 
binding on the whole. Jt has long been 
ccmmon knowledge that in matters where 
some definite action is overwhelmingly de- 
sirable, both in the interests of the pub- 
lishers and of the booksellers, it has been 
impossible to obtain the unanimous agree- 
ment which, as things stand at present, 
seems to be indispensable. It is, no doubt, 
only natural that older and more established 
firms should prefer their own methods and 
traditions by which they have come to their 
present position. In consequence, they 
somewhat forget that conditions to-day for 
younger and more enterprising houses are 
very different to those suitable to a past 
generation. Indeed, it may be worth point- 
ing out that in view of the modern 
trend of events it may very well be that 
snore modern methods of dealing with 
important points of difference when they arise 
may be more generally advantageous than 
the older publishers are individually prepared 
to admit.

Tae CoMPULsoRY EARLY CLOSING OF 
SuoPs, as proposed in the Early Closing 
Bill now before the House of Commons, is 
necessarily a matter on which opinions will 
differ, particularly in the bookselling trade. 
Some booksellers, particularly those in the 
suburban districts, object. They point out 
that many of their customers who are em- 
ployed in London do not get home at night 
early enough to make their purchases, and 
if the Bill goes through will no doubt obtain 
the books they want in the city. Other 
booksellers are equally in favour of the new 
departure. They quite admit that at first 
early closing may appear a hardship, but 
they argue, and it seems with considerable 
cogency, that in a short time the public will 
accommodate themselves to the new condi- 
tions, and as much business will be done in 
the shorter hours as previously in the longer. 
It certainly seems rather anomalous now 
that artisans everywhere are succeeding in 
obtaining very much shorter hours of labour 
than before the war, that those who gain 
their livelihood by the selling of books should 
not be able to enjoy similar advantages. It 
will probably be generally admitted that the 
compulsory half holiday which has now been 
for some time in force is a distinct advan- 
tage to all engaged in retail trading, and is 
so far a convincing argument in favour of 
the similar proposal for the compulsory 
shortening of the hours of retail trade. It 
would, of course, be better if the same end 
could be obtained by voluntary co-operation 
without legislative compulsion, but as all ex- 
perience has shown, this is a mere counsel 
of perfection, and is admittedly quite 
impracticable.

held last month at Philadelphia, was, by all 
accounts, a conspicuous success. The New 
York Publishers’ Weekly says it was by far 
the most notable that the Association has 
ever held. The attendance was widely repre- 
sentative, зоны шаршау and as regards 
the character of the shops whose managers 
were present. The outstanding feature of 
the Convention, we are glad to learn, *' was 
the confidence and assurance in every body's 
mind that the book trade was on its way 
to broader fields and better times,and the con- 
fidence felt that those enlisted in the under- 
taking were ready to lead on." It is worth 
uoting that some of the principal American 
nationa! officials were present in person and 
addressed the assembled booksellers. The 
Commissioner of Education, the Chairman 
of the Federal Trade Commission, a represen- 
tative of the American Library Association, 
and also the popular novelist, Scene Blasco 
Ibanez, were present and took part—a feature 
which necessarily added considerably to the 
interest and importance of the gathering: It 
might perhaps be worth the consideration of 
the Associated Booksellers of Great Britain 
and Ireland whether similar arrangements 
might not be possible at the next annual 
meeting of that useful organisation. English 
publishers and booksellers will, no doubt, also 
note with interest that the subject which 
aroused most enthusiasm was the possibility 
of a joint book trade campaign of country- 
wide publicitv, the campaign to carry out in 
every direction the emphasis on reading and 
the ownership of books. They may well pay 
special attention to the fact that a committee 
of twelve should be organised to carry out 
such a campaign, six from the Booksellers’ 
Association and six representative publishers. 
In America it is evidently already realised 
that joint action and consultation of the two 
branches of the book trade is the best wav 
to ensure mutually satisfactory results. Pro- 
ducers and distributors are both working for 
a common cause, and the more often and 
the more eflectively they work together, the 
better for both interests concerned.

These are the sort of people who 
‘ankly “hate reading," and to whom, 
squently, the novel never has made any appeal 
eut the person of average intelligence, who th

. morning paper to worry a number of pro- 
xinent novelists for their views as to the proba- 
му, or otherwise, of their shortly finding them- 
wives among the unemployed, owing to the 
rushing out of their calling by the Juggernaut 
ar of the “ movies,” Judging [Nes their replies, 
none of those appealed to seemed to recognise the 
mminence of their doom; but I am inclined to" 
hink that the neatest and most convincing answer 
wf all came from Mr. Stacy Aumonier. “The 
пета will supersede the novel," he said, tereely, 
‘on the eame afternoon that photography super- 
edes pictorial art.” That appears to me to вау 
nll that needs to be said on the subject. Perha 
хе shall be reminded that there are some people 
xho prefer photographs to drawings or paint- 
ngs. No doubt there are; but we are not ikely 
© disband our art schools and shut up our 
oloture exhibitions on that account. 

What seems to, be indieated is that some of 
hese cinema magnates, naturally exalted by the 
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wonderful progress of their industry, are a little . 
in danger of ТР their heads. It 1s difficult 
otherwise to understand their coming forward 
with the apparently serious suggestion that our 
best living authors should devote their time .and 
talents to, the writing of ‘*scenarios’’—which 
tantamount to advocating the use of finely- 
tempered razors for the cutting of blocks of wood. 
The picture theatre is all very well in its way, 
and it is capable of telling stories of а certain 
lumited class adequately enough, though—as some 
of us may think—less adequately than the theatre, 
which shows us flesh-and-blood characters instead 
of silent shadows. But those who profess to see 
in it any kind of possible rival to, or substitute 
for, literary fiction, must have something seriously 
wrong with their mental balance. 

Sufferance needs to be the badge of all the 
bookselling tribe at the Ре time, for, in 
addition to their trade difficulties, its members 
are being called upon to endure an unusual amount 
of critical “sniping.” Since the attack to 
which I referred last month, there have been 
others, and some eminent authors of both sexes 
have jomed in the outcry. The principal charge 
seems to be that booksellers, as a body, are 
“ inexpert," and know little or nothing of the 
works which they offer for sale. If this means 
that every bookseller is not personally familiar 
with the contents of every volume comprised in 
his constantly changing stock, it is, no doubt, 
a "true bill," for even a bookseller is sufficient]y- 
a human being to be subject to the ordinary 
limitations of time and capacity by which the 
activities of us poor mortals are restricted. But 
if it means more than that, 1t is much too general 
and too sweeping an indictment. There ma 
be booksellers who take no informed and intel- 
ligent interest ın their wares, or in literature 
generally; but to suggest that they are repre- 
sentative of the trade as a whole is to be guil 
of a serious injustice. It is absurd, too, to atta 
booksellers for giving prominence to books of а 
class that they know to be popular and saleable, 
rather than to works to which neither of shose 
adjectives applies. A bookseller cannot help the 
direction in which the taste of the reading publio 
runs, and, unless he is speedily to put up his 
shutters, he must perforce give his customers what 
they want, and what they insist upon having. 
If he tried to conduct his business in the spirit of 
a “high-brow” literary mentor, he and his 
familv would soon be on the rocks—and on the 
rates. 

Tt was a melancholy coincidence by which the 
death of Rhoda Broughton followed. at such a` 
short interval that of her colleague in Victorian 
eminence, Helen Mathers. In the early days of 
their fame, the two gifted lady novelists ran a 
neck-and-neck race in popular favour, and cir- 
culating library patrons frequently confused the 
works of one with those of the other. Rhoda 
Broughton, though she had little in common with 
the *'psycho-analytical?' novelists of to-day, 
possessed quite exceptional gifts as a story-teller, 
and her sucoesa was assis in no small measure 
by her peonliarly happy facility in the devising 
of “taking” titles" Cometh up as a Flower, 
“Not Wisely but Too Well,” and “ Red as a Rose 
is She," were the best examples of her skill in 
this direction, and the novels which they, respec- 
tively labelled were all delightful af their kind.

We see 
how and why decisions are made, how and why 
apparent certainties sometimes miscarried. 
Perheps.the most illuminating part of the book 
will be found im the full quotations given of the 
lettera which passed between tho Queen and her 
Minister, which give the reader a much closer 
and more vivid idea of her personahty than is 
possible in any formal biography of royalty. The 
rankness, intimacy, and, indeed, the outspoken- 
ness of these lettera will, no doubt, come to many 
as something of a revelation. In another respect 


Mr. Buckle's biography will possess an outstand- . 


ing advantage in the unusual correspondence 
between Disraeli and Lady Bradford and Lady 


Chesterfield. This curious episode in the Біо- 
raphy is in many ways absolutely unique. The 
thousands of love letters he wrote in eight 


years to Lady Bradford in anyone else would seem 
somewhat incompatible with ihe love and affection 
he no doubt really felt for the wife he had lost, 
and it is а curious revelation that he seemingly 
offered marriage to one sister mainly because it 
might give him better pnortunities for closer 
intimacy with another. ow far this side of his 
extraordinary personality should increase or lessen 
our esteem, or otherwise, for the man himself. 
1+ а matter for each individual ieader. As 
to his policy both at home and abroad, this is 
not the place to pronounce any opinion, but it is 
at least certain that it is largely to him that 
England to-day holds her pre-eminent position 
among the nations of Europe, and that his insist- 
ence, when the Eastern question was reopened in 
1875. that England was as much entitled to a voice 
in the settlement ач either Rusia, Austiia, or 


Germany, at least hindered the progress of German ' 


ambitions, and made the effective intervention of 
England in the great crisis of 1914 practieally in- 
evitable. At home the success with which he edu- 
cated and controlled the old historic Conservative 
Party. compelling it to be, in spite of itself, 
capable of proeress, and not permanently inactive 
and reactionary, may be described as his most im- 
portant political achievement, It is mainly due 
to his success in this direction that ever since the 
establishment of the widest franchise it has so 
often happened that the voters of large populous 
centres have preferred the Conservative to the 
Radical candidate. That to-day the democratic 
wing of the Conservative party is in many ways 
the most effective and most vigorous in social 
achievement, is very largely due to the education 
of the party which he was able to effect. As a 
final summary of the man and his career, many of 
his opponents will agree with Mr. Buckle’s con- 
cluding sentence that, ‘looking back ove: the 
Victorian age from the disinterested standpoint 
of to-day, Disraeli appears a grand and mag- 
nificent figure, standing solitary, towering, above 
his contemporaries. the man of fervid imagination 
and vision wide and deep, amid a nation of 
narrow, practical minds. Philistine, Puritan- 
ridden: hia life at once a romance and a tragedy, 
but a splendid tragedy. himselfthe greatest of our 
stütesmen since the dav- of Chatham and Pitt.

The Syllabus of Information issued by the 
Library Association, Caxton Hall, Westminster 
(price 1s.), includes particulars as to the Blemen- 
tary Course, the Ordinary Course, and the 
Diploma, subjects of study with lists of suitable 
books, Examination Papers, etc. The subjecta are 
similar to those mentioned above, and also include 
Bibliography and History of Scholarship (Latin, 
Greek, Biblical, Teutonio and Scandinavian. 
Oeltic and Romance), and Library Development 
Schemes The Association also helps Branch Asso- 
ciations to arrange for lectures and classes 

at provincial centres, and holds correspondence 
lasses every year from October to March in most 

— sections of the syllabus, consisting of twelve fort- 
nightly lessons and progressive exercises, fee 
for each course. Also an Annual Summer School 
is held at Aberystwyth by the University of 
Wales. In this connection I ehould like to call 
attention to an inspiring paper read by Mr 
Charles Welch at the Second International Library 
Conference, London, 1897 (‘Transactions and 
Proceedings, рр. 31-33), in which he advo- 
cates as the ideal training for a Librarian (а) 
Training in & library itself, (b) general education 
and o е in a College or University, (о) two 
years’ practical experience in & Bookshop. 
may not be inappropriate here to quote the 
saying: “The great consulting-room of a wise 
man їз a library” It should be quite possible in 
large provincial towns for training in librarian- 
ship and kindred subjects to form part of the 

Further Education scheme provided for by the 
Act of 1918, and I venture to suggest that our 
members should approach tho Education Oom- 
mittee of their locality with this object. 

Now let us see what is being done in other 
countries For information as to the United 
States, I appealed to our good friend Major 
Putnam, whose inspiring address at our Annual 
Meeting last year nb one who was present will. 
I am sure, forget He not only gave me some 
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help himself, including an article іп the Pub- 
lashers’ Weekly of January 24, 1920, on the 


Government Scheme for Vocational Training, but 


passed on my letter to the Secretar of the 
American Booksellers’ Association, and Managin 
Director of the Publishers’ Weekly, Mr. F. G. 


Meloher, who most kindly wrote me at great 
length on the subject. Вота ої his ening words 
I quote in full:—‘ Progress sn training for book- 
zelling . . ts one of the principal interests 
of our American Booksellers Association.” Here 
surely is a lesson whioh we may take to heart. 


Some eight, years ago, he says, the Booksellers’ 
League of New York took some steps in this 
direction, first а вейев of meetings of em- 


ployees in the different “ stores," and later a 
course in bookselling from its literary and prac- 
tical side 1n connection with the Y.M.C.A, evening 
classes. Не goes on:—‘‘ Three years ago the 
National Committee decided to try to get a course 
in bookselling into one of the universities that 


already had a course in libr training.” This 
idea was accepted by the Western Reserve Uni- 
versity in Cleveland, the idea being, as Mr 


Melcher says, “ {0 make up a curriculum, partly 
from the library school curriculum, partly from 
the business course of the University, апа partly 
from visiting lecturers, who would be brought in 
from the book trade and at the book &rade's ex- 
pense,” The scheme fell through owing to the Fen 
of the war on that University’s budget. Other 
Universities and colleges, euch as the University 
of Wisconsin and Simmons! College, Boston, are 
taking up the idea, though nothing has as yet 
been actually arranged. The next paragraph of 
his letter I quote in full:—'' The Dert showing 
for real accomplishment has been the evening 
classes of Miss Bessie Graham, conducted under 
the auspices of the public school system of Phila- 
delphia as an evening course. e course has 
been for book store assistants, and has been mostly 
attended by young women The graduates have 
been connected with local book stores, or have 
afterwards found places in them, or in some cases 
have come into libraries as assistants. The 
emphasis has been chiefly on the literary end, 
and their, course of study is represented in the 
reproduction of the lessons which have just been 
issued in the Publishers’ Weekly of New York, 
under the heading of ‘The Home School for 
Booksellers.’ It is es leapt to make a book of 
this material durin e next few months. Mis: 
Graham has done this as в publio service, and a: 
one interested in books and their wider use. She 
has approached bookselling, not as one who ha: 
grown up in the business, but as an educatec 
woman believing in the power of books anc 
desiring to help. This last year there were twenty 
five etudents who took up the whole course 
and the suocess has been very decided, It is tc 
be hoped that there will be some way soon founc 
by which we can put on to a broader scale th: 
praotioal beginnirig that Miss Graham has made.’ 
Mr. Melcher adds that his Association is extremeh 
interested in knowing ibat booksellin 
tion is under discuasion in England, and asks пи 
to let him know of any progress that is made. , 
may add that the articles in the Publishers 
Weekly referred to by him are of real educativ: 
value in knowledge of books, both from a literar 
and practical point of view, and the classes hek 
by Miss Graham at Philadelphia, under th 
auspices of the Boston Booksellers’ League, mus 
be invaluable. There are many other articles i) 
the Publishers’ Weekly, such as “ Salesmanship,’ 
“Educating the Buyer,” “ The Place of the Tech 
nical Book," and a series on “ Modern Develop 
ments in Retailing,” by а Professor of Economic 
and Commerce, besides notes of schemes for classe 
in bookselling, which are suggestive and wel 
worth reading.

create and supply a real demand, then I feel sure 
that the other two partners in the Triple Allianco 
of the Book Trade, Authora and Publishers, will 
seo to it that we Booksellers get not a mera 
living wage, but something more. We, in turn, 
shall then be able to offer wages which will attract 
men and women to seek employment in a book- 
shop, and posts giving both interest and scope to 
workers in search of & “brainy” ocoupation. I 
include women advisedly, for T believe that ours 
is a oalling for which they are eapecially fitted. 
I have spoken of a Triple Alliance of those con- 
cerned in the production and distribution of 
Books—but there is an even greater Triple Alli 
ance, that in which one partner would 
consist of authors, publishers, booksellers, and, 
if you like, printera, binders, and lithographers; 
the second partner would be the hundreds апд 
thousands of their employees, and the third, aniy 
not the least important, would be the British ' 
public. This all:ance has been recognised m the ! 
case of railways by the formation of a Body or 
Bodies which include representatives of railway 
companies, of railway workers, and of railway 
users, vix, the public. Is it too much to ho 
that such an alliance or entente may gradually 
come into being, and that as ‚опе result of № 
there may be found in every town in tha country 
(which is far from ae case at present) 
at least one real live bookshop, and in the large 
towns many such, where book-lovers and students 
may browse and find mental refreshment, with 
skilled advice and help at their disposal, and so 
realise the truth of the saying of Kioherd Baxter: 
“Good books are a very great mercy to tha

7you can still got such an appotising literary meal 
as any one of these for a shilling, there hardly 
seems much substance in the complaint that books 
have become, in these post-war days, the luxury 
of the well-to-do. - 

“ Progress,” shrewdly said one of our younger 
statesmen the other day, “is itself only a 
meaningless catchword. The question is: 
Whither?’ This, I have no doubt, will be 
approved and echoed by those publishers who 
have lately been charged by some of their more 
adventurous brethren with a timid reluctance to 
agree to the adoption of new methods, which seem 
to be called for b» the peculiar and admittedly 
difficult circumstances of the time. Now it cannot 
be denied that in these hustling days there are 

„those who are inclined to act es if they believed 
“\that progress in any direction is better than no 
rogress at all. To ‘‘ get а move-on,” in the 
current phrase, is the one thing needful, even 
though the move may seem to some, whose opinion 
is of weight, to be towards the rapids. But, though 
rushing headlong into rash experiment is a thing 
obviously to be avoided, there is hardly less 
danger in that spirit of over-cautious conser- 
vatiam which instinctively shrinks from change 
when change is palpably needed, and which, con- 


sciously or unconsciously, views all new proposals 
with distrust and hostility just because they are 
new. Тһе task of the Publishers’ Association just 
now seems to be to find a mean between these two 
extremes, and to guard itself against bein 
dominated either by the advocates of rash ап 
ill-considered adventure on the one hand or “by 
the '  stagnationists"" on the other, Fresi develop- 
ménts and new departures are inevitable in the 
changed conditions in which we find ourselves, 
and the true function of conservatism, in the book 
world as elsewhere, is not to obstruct all reform, 
but to apply the experience of the old order to 
the wise and prudent shaping of the new. 

Whatever experiments the future may have in 
store, let us at least hope that our publishers will 
not lay themselves open to the charge of “ stunt” 
publi lately brought, I fear with only too 
much justice, against certain of their American 
brethren. “The Press agent," wrote a literary 
oritic the other day, “ plays an important part ia 

launching of в successful book in America, 
and the staple commodity in which the Preas agent 
deals is the ‘personal story.’ Hence the frantic 
“ booming " in the United Statea of the sorts off 
books graphically tabulated by the critic in ques 
tion вз “ scandalous memoirs of notorious persons 
books by ipfanta or by centenarians, ‘ new’ poets 
first novelists, and- books by scavengers, policemen 
or navvies." It seems, by the way, в little harc 
upon “first novelists”? to include them in thi 
literary menagerie; but what is meant, of courses 
is that their works are sometimes “ boomed’ 
simply on the inadequate ground that they ar 
“first novels," and without any justification s 
far as their intrinsic merit is concerned. Hithert 
we have, happily, had very little of this kind оз 
thing on our own side of the Atlantic, and it i 
greatly to be hoped that our publishers will com 
unis to give auch meretricious methods a wid 

erth,

literary work, and in 1908 he was made a 
member of the Imperal Order of Francis 
Joseph. Recently, as hon. secretary of the 
British International ^ Association of 
Journalists, he conducted a party of journal- 
ists to Czecho-Slovakia as the guests of the 
Government, although at the time he was 
in failing heskh. He managed to carry 
through most of the arranged programme, 
but on reaching home he entirely broke 

- down, and gradually got worse, until the 
end came, and after much suffering he passed 
away. In the localaffairs of Clifton and 
Bristol he always took a close 
and active interest. It was very 
largely owing to his initiative that 
the former frequent suicides from Clif 
ton Suspension Bridge were very greatly 
lessened in number by placing a fencing of 
spikes, which made suicide almost impossible. 
He was the founder of the Clifton Improve- 
ment Society, and did excellent work as the 
honorary secretary of the River Pollution 
Committee, a body which secured great im- 
provement in the drainage and sewerage 
system of the district, one result of which 
was a fall in the death-rate from seventeen 
to fourteen per thousand. It was also at 
his suggestion that the British Archeological 
Society, in co-operation with other organisa- 
tions interested, succeeded in saving the 
Leigh Woods from the grasp of the specula- 
tive builder, thus preserving one of the most 
picturesque spots in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood. er his death his widow, Mrs. 
Baker, received a letter of condolence from 
the City Council of Prague, expressing their 
warmest '' sympathy with your great sorrow, 
which is also our sorrow, for Mr. Baker 
was one of the oldest and best friends of 
our City and of Bohemia. We recall with 
gratitude the valuable services which he has 
rendered to the City of Prague, and to our 
nation, bv his able pen and his eloquent 
word, especially during the war. The 
memory of your husband will always be 
cherished in Czecho-Slovakia, and his name 
will live in the books on our country in all 
the davs to соте.”

He early 
showed: more than usual capacity, and made 
Mis way through the staff until he was ap- 
»ointed manager of the Yarmouth branch 


of the business, where he remained for some 
ten years., He then returned to headquerters 
at Norwich, where he was appointed ‘a 
director of the company, taking an active 
part in the management. Under his con 
trol the Norwich premises were rebuilt j 
a flourishing branch opened at Lowestoft. 
He possessed in an unusual degree shrewd 
business capacity, and he enjoyed the com- 
plete confidence and esteem of his co-direc- 
tors and of the whole staff. The funeral 
took place on the roth, the first part of the 
service being held at Christ Church, Eaton, 
and the body being buried in the Old Eaton 
Cemetery.

Н. С. Wells’ universally popülar ‘‘ Outline 
of History." The edition contains the 
author's revisions and emendations, together 
with over 200 maps and diagrams and 
drawings by Mr. J. F. Horrabin. It is 
quite unnecessary to deal with a work so 
well known in any detail, and we need there- 
fore only point out that Mr. Wells describes 
it as a “ Plain History of Life and Man- 
kind." “ It is written," Mr. Wells tells us 
in his Preface, “ plainly for the general 
reader, but its aim goes beyond its use as 
merely interesting reading matter.. it 
has been written primarily to show that his- 
tory, as one whole, 15 amenable to a more 
broad and comprehensive handling than is 
the history of special nations and periods." 
Mr. Wells further urges that ‘‘ the need for 
a common knowledge of the general facts of 
human historv throughout the world has 
become very evident during the tragic hap- 
penings of the last few years . . . and that 
8 sense of history as the common adventure 
of all mankind is as necessary for peace 
within as it is for peace between the 
nations." Mr. Wells’ book is therefore 
obviously ова of a new departure in 
the writing of history. Не expresses 
opinions on which general agreement 15 
hardly possible, and many readers may 
vehemently dissent from much that he says. 
At the same time it is undeniable that he has 
written a most arresting book, wholly 
different from the ordinary presentation of 
historical writers. The work runs 10 some 
650 quarto pages. It is divided into nine 
books : “ The Making of Our World," “ The 
Making of Man," “ The Dawn of History,” 
“ Judæa, Greece and India,” ** The Rise and 
Collapse of the Roman Empire," '' Chris- 
tianity and Islam," “ The Great Mongol 
Empires of the Land Ways and the New 
Empires of the Sea Ways," “ The Age of the 
Great Powers, “ The Next Stage in His- 
tory.” In the latter book Mr. Wells, specu- 
lates in his own characteristic fashion on 
the probable struggle for the Unification of 
the World into one community of knowledge 
and will. We should add that in writing 
the book Mr. Wells has had the advantage

Obituary. 


Repwan.—August 14. Very suddenly, 
aged 65, Mr. George Redman, for the past 
4b years on the staff of the Oxford Univer- 
sitv Press Warehouse, Amen Corner, for the 
greater part of that time as town traveller. 
He was at business on the day previous and 
died suddenly the next morning after a 
stroke. He was much liked by the staff at 
Amen Corner and by his many friends 
among the booksellers all over London, and 
ле will be much missed by all who knew him. 
He was buried at Forest Hill Cemetery on 
Thursday, August 19, many members of the 
staff of the Press and other friends paying 
:heir last tribute of respect at the graveside. 


SHEPHERD.—September 3. At his resi- 
dence, 2, Raleigh Gardens, Brixton Hill, 
S.W., after a brief illness, aged 81, Mr. 
Edwin A. M. Shepherd, senior partner in 
the well-known bookselling firm of 
Messrs. Hatchards, Ltd., Piccadilly. It was 
in 1891, nearly thirty years ago, that Mr. 
Shepherd, in conjunction with Mr. A. L. 
Humphreys, purchased fram the Trustees 
the well-known business in Piccadilly which 
had been founded in 1797 by John Hatchard, 
who then commenced business on his own 
account with a capital of £5, which he used 
to such good purpose that he died some fifty 
years later worth nearly a hundred thousand 
pounds. In 1894 Mr. Humphreys gathered 
together the. scanty autobiographical frag- 
ments of Hagchard the First, and was able 


to give some interesting particulars of the 
life of John Hatchard up to his retirement 
from business in 1839. Mr. Humphreys pro- 
duced an extremely interesting volume which 
he entitled “Piccadilly Bookmen : Memorials» 
of the House of Hatchard.” John Hatchard 
began at 173, Piccadilly, four years later he 
moved to rgo, afterwards to 187, where the 
business is still carried on. His good fortune 
seems to have commenced with his publica- 
tion of a pamphlet, ‘ Reform or Ruin: Take 
Your Choice," by John Bowdler, father of 
the Thomas Bowdler who ventured to 
“ Bowdlerise " Shakespeare. This pamphlet 
proved remarkably successful, and’ very 
widely increased the circle of his customers, 
who soon after included Wilberforce, Gran- 
ville Sharp, Clarkson, and Zachary 
Macaulay. Lord Macaulay as a lad was 
often in his shop, and Hannah More was one 
of his customers, and gave instructions that 
in the schools she set up the only books to he 
used were those to be had of Hatchards. 
John Hatchard died in 1849, and his son 
Thomas, who succeeded him, some ten years 
later. Since those days the business has 
always continued to enjoy prosperity, and 
under the management of Mr. Shepherd anda 
Mr. Humphreys its prosperity and standing 
have known no falling off. Mr. Shepherd wa: 
always much interested in matters affecting: 
the trade Не was one of the earliest mem. 
bers of the Booksellers’ Association, and his 
loss will be greatly felt not only by the trade 
generally but by all with whom he came intc 
contact, whether in business or in private 
relation. He was buried at Norwood Ceme 
tery on September 8 amid every manifesta 
tion of esteem and respect.

H 
obtained in Oxford Street a thorough know 
ledge of retail salesmanship, and he alway 
maintained that a man who could sell to tt 
public could sell to the trade, and that th»— 
one form of selling was in itself very litt 
different from the other. He convinced tł 
Fleet Street house of his abilitv, and he ce 
tainly proved his argument, as he was at tt 
time of his death one of the most successfr 
and popular men on the road. He was 
conscientious and hard working represent 
tive, and gifted with a strong sense 
humour. His many friends in the trade w 
miss the smile and jest of one who alwa: 
had their interests at: heart. The funer 
took place at Ryde, Isle of Wight, « 
September 6, where his late wife died 
year ago. Нег death was a great blow frc 
which he never really recovered.

very much above the ordinary average Bo 
Fuller, the hero, 13 a young Sussex farmer, and 
it is very noticeable how Mass Kaye-Smith 1з 
able to interpret his feelings, to describe his 
passions, and to make her readers iealie the 
environment in which he lives, As a study of 
peasant character, her new book is, in some ways 
в companion to her earlier work, “ Sussex Goose,’ 
but there is a strength, а maturity, a clearer 
insight even greater than she then evidenced. As 
wo are told ın the last page of the tale, “ If Bob 
had only had sense, he might have come to be a 
saint and a martyr Не had the makings of one, 
but he had no sense; if he'd had sense he'd 
be alive now." As it was, he was helpless in the 
circumstances in which he found himself, and 
there is & curious ягопу in the fact that he, а 
really earnest preacher of rehgion as he saw 
ib, should have allowed himself to be found 
guilty of improper behaviour to a woman, and to 
e sentenced to 81х months imprisonment, without 
the least attempt to explain or to mitigate the 
appearances against him, Аз his brother puts it, 
* Sims to me as Bob's life's lke a green applo 
tree—he’s picked his frurt, like other men, but 
it's bin hard and sour, instead of sweet. Love 
and religion—they’re both sweet things, folks say, 
but with Bob they've bin аз the hard green 
apples" The story has been told with quite 
unusual power and effectiveness, not only as 
regards the worling out of the tale, and the 
realistic marshalhng of the var:ous scenes and 
incidents, but particulaily as regards the excep- 
tional insight into character and tempeiament 
The slight sketch of the self-righteous, phart- 
saical old minister, Mr. Beeman, who, because his

Miss 
Kaye-Smith has now made sure of her place in 
the front ranks of present-day novelists, and novel 
readers of discernment will look forward with 
increasing expectancy to any future work she 
may be able to give them.

THE CORRECT REPORTING OF SECOND-HAND 
BOOKS is a matter of obvious importance, 
and a correspondent of our contemporary, 
the Clique, does good service in raising the 
question. Himself a regular collector, he 
advertises, he tells us, for the books he re- 
quires, and gets in reply some hundreds of 
reports. Some 75 per cent. of those that 
thus reach him are, he complains, practi- 
cally useless. A second-hand bookseller offers 
a particular book, but fails to say what edi- 
tion it is, or in what condition it is, matters 
which are clearly of essential importance. 
Reports which fail to give proper details are 
extremely irritating, as also are those which 
ask for an offer when the necessary particu- 
lars are not forthcoming, and it ought to 
be sufficiently clear that it is the seller's 
such cases to fix the price. 
Again, a further question is the cost of 
postage. 'The writer sensibly points out that 
on matters of this kind it is mani- 
festly the proper course for all prices 
to be reported post free or carriage paid. 
The seller alone knows correctly the cost, 
and the purchaser, whatever the procedure is, 
necessarily has to pay it. All these points 
are certainly well worth the attention of all 
second-hand booksellers in making their re- 
ports, and it is altogether in their best in- 
terests that they should pay very careful 
attention to the suggestions here made, COM 4 
pliance with which 15 quite certain to facili- 
tate rather than to hinder business.

" HERBERT BEERBOHM TREE: Some 
Memories of him and of his Art," collected 
by Мах Beerbohm, just published by 
Messrs. Hutchinson & Co., is not a book 
that can be adequately noticed in the limited 
space at our disposal. It is packed full of 
interesting incidents, amusing anecdotes and 
vivid reminiscences of the very notable and 
many-sided personality to perpetuate whose 
memory it has been issued.

“Tur TRIUMPH OF NATIONALISATION," by 
Sir Leo Chiozza Money, which Messrs. 
Cassell have recently published, may be 
taken as an authoritative statement of the 
argument in its favour. The whole question 
is now attracting so much public attention 
that a reasoned argument by so competent 
a writer as Sir Leo Chiozza Money must 
necessarily be welcomed, even by those who 
hold the opposite view, Put shortly, the 
author's principal argument is his contention 
that the resort to nationalisation in the con- 
duct of the war when the individualistic 
method failed to meet the situation, was 
the main cause of our ultimate victory. He 
maintains that the triumph of nationalisa- 
tion in the war was a triumph of common 
sense and practical work over doctrinaire 
individualism. In 1915 the powers of the 
nation, as they could be developed by irre- 
sponsible individualism, had nearly become 
exhausted. It was only by resorting to the 
opposite method, that of nationalisation, 
that the true powers of the nation could be 
realised. We have no space here to con- 
test or controvert this contention, but it 
may be remarked that there was a wide- 
spread view that the shortcomings and 
blunders of Government management were 
very serious, and were only tolerated or 
excused on account of the pressure of the 
situation. It may further be doubted 
whether results, whatever they may be, ob- 
tained under the wholly abnormal conditions 
of war-time necessity, may fairly be expected 
under the wholly differing circumstances of 
permanent peace. However this may be, no 
one can doubt that Sir Leo Chiozza 
Money's book both deserves and will receive 
the aitentive consideration of all parties in- 
terested in the controversy, and many of his 
arguments as he here presents them will

Messrs, Скоѕвү Lockwoop & Son have 
published ** Mediæval Heresy and the Inqui- 
sition," by А. S. Turberville, Lecturer 
in Modern History at Bangor University 
College. It is a very interesting volume, 
which is intended to provide for the general 
reader an account of the heresies of the 
Middle Ages and of the attitude of the Church 
toward them. It covers to a large extent 
Lea's well-known ** History of the Inquisi- 
tion," but it is mainly concerned with doc- 
trine, not with the Inquisition itself. Mr. 
Turberville has handled his difficult theme 
with conspicuous skill and success. He 
shows that he possesses the impartiality in- 
dispensable for the real historian, and he 
provides the reader with sure and safe guid- 
ance through the intricacies of the subject 
with which he deals. He readily admits 
that there were abuses in the Church in the 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries, and he 
specially emphasises the point that in that 
age the present ideas of toleration hardly 
existed. Church and State worked closely 
together, so that a man in cutting himself 
off from the Church outlawed himself from 
the State. Respect for the divine law was 
regarded as the security of ordered society. 
Heresy was looked upon as essentially 
anti-social and anarchic. It was held 
to be productive of all manner of 
vices and immorality which аге antago- 
nistic to order and government. As 
regards the Inquisition, the author makes 
it clear that it was wonderfully efficient, and 
some writers have called it the most lenient 
and most merciful tribunal in the world. 
However this may be, it was radically unfair, 
as the author effectively argues. The guilt 
of all who appeared before it was taken for 
granted, and it allowed no (facilities what- 
ever for the plea of not guilty. Its proce- 
dure was а miserable travestv of justice, 
and to all save the meekly submissive, it 
typified not mercy and love, but remorseless- 
ness and cruelty. Mr. Turberville's book 
deserves, and will, no doubt, receive careful 
attention. from all students of the subject, 
and they will find the short list of authori- 
ties added at the end exceedingly useful.

The public, however, has not taket 
to the cheaper issue, and almost in ever 
case has preferred the cloth binding in spit 
of the greater cost. Experience in Americ: 
has, it seems, been much the same. A well 
known firm issued a popular series im rex 
paper covers, but ‘they failed to sell, ant 
the publishers became bankrupt. It wouk 
seem, therefore, at present at any rate, tha 
the suggested new departure is impracticabh 
in England, and for the immediate futur 
paper-covered books only may be found ar 
the Continent. 

Books WHICH SELL SLOWLY BUT STEADED 
without anv special efforts used to be con 
sidered profitable property under pre-war con 
ditions. They could then be reprinted wit! 
profit in small editions which the publishe 
could safely reckon would be exhausted in 
sav. five or six vears.

‘Under Cover. 


EAR BLUESTOCKING,—Since an enigma 
D is attractive in roportion to the difficul 
of its solution, T think you will agree wi 
me that it was a highly interesting one vioh Mr. 
H. B. Marıiott Watson lately propounded in the 
columns of a morong paper. hat 18 1t, he asked, 
that makes a book sell? At first aight, no doubt, 
the answer looks easy enough. A hook Bells, the 
superficial observer may hasten to reply, because 
it is good of its kind, and possesses merits which 
аге readily recognisable by the reading public. 
But—as everyone is aware who follows these 
matters at all olosely—the explanation is much 
further to seek than that. Ав a matter of erperi- 
ence, we can all of us recall books, enormousl 
successful from the business роі of view, whi 
were distinctly not good of their kind, and poa- 
sessed hardly any recognisable merits at all. 
Moreoyer, we oan quite easily remember much 
better books of the same order which have fallen 
absolutely flat. and enjoyed no vogue and scarcely 
any sale at all. 

ГА is, therefore, a genuine conundrum which Mr. 
Marriott Watson has set, and one to whioh he 
confesses himself unable to suggest a satisfactory 
or convincing answer. He supposes, he says, that 
в book sells '* in some such mysterious way as news 
travels in Africa. It is in the air, people gossip 
and talk, and rumour bruts the fame abroad.” 
But surely the real question 15: Why do certain 
quite inferior books manage to attract to them- 
selves this remunerative '' gosaip and talk," while 
other much better books are often ignored alto- 
gether? Personally, I should be disposed to “ give 
it up," with the doubtless tnte but none the less 
necessary reminder that there is no accounting 
for the literary tastes and fancies of our big 
reading public The sheep-like rushes upon some 
utterly rubbishy works, and the contemptuous 
neglect of some brilliant ones are deep mysteries 
which 16 is hopeless to attempt to solve. 

In discussing this question, one was interested 
to observe, МЕ Marriott Watson expressed with 
some emphasis the view that press reviews cannot 
nowadays make the suooess—at any rate, the 
financial success—of a book At one time, he 
concedes, they may have been able to do во; but 
he believes that nowadays the public have ceased 
to take their guidance from the reviewers to a 
sufficient extent to influence materially the fortunes 
of a book or its author. In this, T think, he is 
mistaken. It is true, as he says, that in former 
times newspapers gave more attention to books 
than, owing to existing economic conditions, they 
are able to give to-day But I am convinced 
that a consensus of favourable reviews in journals 
of importance still goes a very long way towards 
ensuring the public appreciation of a work of 
merit; even though it is: beyond denial that, on 
the one hand, some fine books have achieved popu- 
larity with very little of such aid, and, on the 
other, a considerable amount of rubbish has got 
on to the “ best sellers" list in defiance of the 
worst that the reviewers could do to discourage 
people from reading it. By the way, I see that 
the representative of one firm of publishers, in 
‘contributing to the disoussion of this guestion of 
reyiews, expresses the opinion that “һе main 
fault of the oritics is lack of courage." Perhaps 
if he had the misfortune to be an editor or a 
reviewer, with the neceasary wary eye for the 
“ touchiness ” of authors and the trickiness of 
the law of libel, he would better understand that 
occasional hesitgtion to ' call a spade a spade ? 
against which his censure is presumably directed. 

An interesting side-issue of this argument about 
book-reviews is the question whether the sale of 
& book is helped or otherwise by the practice, 
which has become prevalent within recent years, 
of quoting suoh copious selected extracts from 
the ‘work under notice as to present the publio, 
gratis, with most of the “ plums ” which 16 con- 


tains. My own view is that this system of 

celled reviewing, absurdly overdone as it is 
some quarters, 15 rather detrimental than favo 
able to the commercial prospects of the work 
which it is applied. In times like these, especial 
there are plenty of people who will gladly 1efrt 
from buying a book if they can get enough of 
outetanding contents served up to them in th 
daily and weekly newspapers to enable them 
appreciate ita leading features and discufs 1t 

telligently without reading it. But this doubt 
practice obviously saves the reviewer so шо 
trouble, and provides his paper with suoh go 
““ copy," that I fear no protest against it wor 
have the smallest chance of success. 

More practical and promising, it seems to m 
than some of the iecently mooted schemes і 
the evolution of the Super-Bookaeller is the pl: 
adopted by Messrs. W. H. Smith & Son, of € 
gaging noted authors and others to address the 

kstall staffs on the contents of the books whi 
pass through their hands. As I have more th;

raphies and reminiscences, literary tours de forc 
by. precocious juveniles, and other eccer 
tricities of the curiosity-raising sort which hav 
been boomed into notoriety, and into the bi 
sale which notoriety ensures. In the long rur 
this kind of thing is п mistake. even from th 
business standpoint, for рео le who are constantl 
being taught to expect thrilla and sensations, an 
“ stunta °? of various kinds, in return for th 
money they expend on books, may soon come t 
feel that they are being defrauded of their du 
when they are asked to pay for merely goo 
literature, which possesses none of these hecti 
qualities The immediate corhmercial temptation 
which such works present to publishers in harc 
times like these is no doubt a strong опе, but, i 
it is yielded to without restraint, the ultimat:

THE STORY OF THE FIRM. 

Che great business, which to-day has reached 
th dimensions, wha, as is so often the case, 
rted in a very small way. А hundred years 
», in Duke Street, Grosvenor Square, there 
s a small stationer’s shop, carried on by 
> brothers, H. and W. Smith. who described 
mselves as Newspaper Agents. Booksellers, and 
iders. Henry Edward Smith, the elder, was 


easy-going, not to say indolent. Низ younger 
brother, Wilham Henry, was his exact opposite— 
full of energy and hard work, always eager to find 
new ways of developing the iness It was due 
to him that the business, then so small, has 
developed into the enormous business we know 
to-day. In 1820 the young fim—no doubt, at 
Mr. W. Н. Smith's imitiative—opened branch 
premises at 192, Strand, quite near No. 186, which 

ave been the headquarters of the firm for so many 
years. A library was at once started, and 
& reading room opened, where no fewer than 150 
papers, besides magazines, could be seen—a, most 
iberal supply, considering the comparatively small 
number of newspapeis in those days—for a 
yearly subscription of a guinea and a half, Six 

ears later the desoribed — itself аз 
‘Stationers, Traveline Case and Pocket-book 
Makers, and Newsmen." The lack of ener 
and of business activity on the part of the elder 
brother had now become intolerable to the 
younger. Henry Edward, the elder, in conse- 
quence, left the busmess, and the vigorous, enter- 
prising younger partner was left in supreme 
control. While the stationery and other depart- 
ments of the business were still continued, the 
newspaper distribution side speedily took the first 
place, and with this department of his activities 
the early history of the business is mainly con- 
cerned. In those days the produotion and pub- 
lication of ‘newspapers was naturally much more 
restricted and difficult than ıt is to-day. The 
taxes on adveitisemente and on the papers them- 
selves were obviously a serious handicap, which 
was not removed till the abolition of the taxes оп 
knowledge, ın the agitation for which the late Mr. 
John Franow of the Atheneum took во pro- 
minent a part, was finally achieved in 1855. To 
ali these publication оше was added the 
fact that the Post Office ш those days only sent 
out their mails at night, so that some twelve hours 
had passed after publication before they were able 
to leave London by the provincial mail coaches, 
William Henry Smith, with remarkable enter- 
prise, determined to meet the situation. Не 
arranged to deliver his papers to his country cus- 
tomers direct by the morning coaches ^ His 
carts collected the papers from the different pub- 
lishing offices, and delivered them to the coaches 
independently of the Post Office service On 
special occasions, if the coach had started, the 
carts would set off in pursuit, and transfer the 
bundles as soon as the coach was overtaken. When 
Geoige IV. died Mr Smith chartered a 
special boat, and was thus able to deliver 
the news a full twenty-four hours before the arrival 
of the Royal messenger. 

WEHEN THE Ratwars САМЕ. 

Such an enterprising firm was, of course, 
naturally eager to make the fullest use of the 
railways in the all- rtant work of newspaper 
distribution. As early as 1847 they employed 
nine special engines to convey their newspapers 
to Liverpool, Manchester, and Birmingham. ey 
ran @ special train to Carlisle in eight hours, 
and the year after a special to Edinburgh and 
Glasgow at nearly fifty miles an hour, bringing 
the papers to Edinburgh an hour and a half and 
in Glasgow two hours earlier than those brought 
by the night mails from London.

Other railways were soon 
neluded in similar arrangements, and by 1862 the 
irm of W. Н. Smith & Son held nearly every 
ailway bookstall throughout the country 
RAILWAY ADVERTISEMENTS 

A natural development of the railway book- 
tall was the railway advertisement. Individual 
r&desmen and others at the various stations were 
lready paying rent for advertising their goods 
t the railway sites. It was obviously simpler 
or the railways to deal with one or tivo, instead 
f many, advertisers, and when Messrs W. Н 
mith & Son tendered, their offer was accepted, 
nd a new department, which has since so rapidly 
rtended, was added to the business. A further 
ational development was the printing of the 
3quisite posteis—a convenience which the adver- 
sers readily appreciated, as it gave them both 
n atiractive poster and a prominent place in

THE LENDING LIBRARY. Н 

On the retirement fiom active work of th 
elder Mr. W. Н, Smith, ın 1858, Mr. W. Н Smith 
junior, took into partnership a schoolfellow, Mr 
William Lethbridge, and his admission was воо 
followed by the establishment of the now sell 
known Lending Department. After а fruitles 
attempt to arrange matters with Mudie’s Library 
1 wae found necessary to start the new department 
independently. It quickly proved successful 
so much so that an experiment in actual publica 
tion was made in the issue of the well-known 
“ Yellow-Back ” novels. Though this particular 
attempt was more than justified. it was felt that 
aotual publishing was not quite the.proper business 
of the firm, and the publication of new books was 
accordingly discontinued 


Tus ESTABLISHMENT OF BOOKSHOPS. 

For many years no further new departure was 
attempted, and the efforts of Mr. Smith and his 
partner were confined to the effective working of 
the great business and developed along its recog- 
nised пе, A few years ago, however. cir- 
oumstances compelled а new development. When 
their bookstall contracts came to an end on the 
London & North-Western and Great Western 
Railways, they were unable to renew them on 
satisfactory terms, and the railway bookstall busi- 
ness passed to the present holders of the contract, 
Messrs. Wyman & Sons Smith’s, however, 
determined not to lose the provincial trade which 
they had so extensively established, and, when 
they had to leave the bookstalla, they opened new 
bookshops in nearly every provincial town affected 
The vast majority of their bookstal] customers 
kept to the old firm, and the success of the book- 
shop venture was immediate and complete, so that 
what might have seemed a misfortune has, in 
reality, proved a blessing in diaguise, and the 
fortunes of the great business are to-day more 
firmly established than ever. There is hardly room 
for wonder that the ever-increasing business 
has found its ancient headquartera at 186, 
Strand, too strait for its further possibilities 
and has been obliged to find ampler and 
more extended accommodation at the new 
Strand House, in Portugal Street, which has been 
especially built for the accommodation of its wide- 
spread and con&nually increasing activities

18 very desirous of laying before the pu 
lishers certain facts Pat а-а regarding Ы 
More universal adoption among the publishe 
of the minimum discount of $ and 5, whic 
the members of our association feel it 
obligatory to secure at the present time. 

I am wiiting to ask you to arrange, if po 
sible, a meeting of the membera of you 
association, at which time such statemen 
can be laid befoie the publishers by тузе 
and other members of the executive committe: 
T would further consider it a great favou 
if you would invite and secure the attendanc 
at such meeting of those publishers who hay 
not yet affiliated with your organisation. 

It is of the utmost importance, we believe 
to the welfare of the trade in general that th 
publisheis should understand the needs of th 
retailer under existing conditions, and we ar 
sincerely desirous that such a conference n 
I have suggested might be arranged for. 

Permit me, at this time, to extend m 
heartiest congratulations to the publishers o 
having secured a permanent organisation, an: 
to wish the new association the “ best of luck.’ 


The Secretary of the publishers replier 
with the following resolution, which the 
had unanimously adopted :— . 

“ That the question of discounts must alway 
remain a matter of individual negotiatio: 


between bookseller and publisher, and that thi; 
is specifically provided for under the Consti 


tution of the Association in Article 2 
Section 6.”

they are doing business. 


The Booksellers’ Association naturally 
regrets the non-possumus attitude of the 
publishers. It points out that a large num- 
ber of prominent houses are granting the 
required discount or its equivalent of 36 per 
cent., and it suggests these houses deserve 
the heartiest co-operation from the book- 
seller. The fact is emphasised that such a 
large variety of saleable books is being 
offered that the buyer is in a position to 
choose to a marked degree the more profit- 
able class for exploitation. Meanwhile, it 
is added, every individual bookseller is urged 
relentlessly to keep up the effort to secure 
from every individual publisher and his 
travellers the largest discount possible, and 
to play the game with those firms who play 
the game with them.

Tue IncREASING Costs ок PRINTING, 
irgely due to thè continued demands of tht 
-workmen for higher wages, are naturally 
roducing a very serious effect on the print- 
ig trade in general. The increased rate of 
nemployment throughout the trade із 
ausing all interested very serious concern. 
‘ublishers and other users of printing are 
ampelled to lessen and restrict their orders. 
пе publisher who used to print twelve 
ionthly magazines has had to discontinue 
yur of them, two only appear bi-monthly, 
nd the others are cut down in the number 
f pages and the copies ordered. A monthly 
1agazine involving an outlay of some 
75,000 has been cancelled, and other enter- 
rises have been indefinitely postponed. In 
ugust last year, we are told, publishers 
ad some 243 books in course of publication ; 
is year the number has been reduced to 
38. Owing to the high costs twenty-three 
ublishers state that thev have refused to 
rint over two thousand reprints, and the 
ooks now in course of production are some 
o per cent. less than last vear. Newspaper 
roprietors tell very much the same tale, and 
rinters in the provinces are in similarlv 
vil case. In Edinburgh short time was 
vorked in September, a state of things 
nprecedented. Printing firms say they will 
ave no option but to dismiss many of their 
taffs. It is sufficiently clear that matters 
re coming, or rather have come, to a crisis. 
Vages cannot be further increased, and even 
nt resent scale large reductions of staff 
re quite inevitable. 
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Mr. Виснлко Kine, whose volume of 
short essays, entitled ‘‘ With Silent Friends," 
has proved so exceptionally successful—it has 
already reached its seventeenth edition—has 
now published, through Mr. John Lane, 
another companion volume under the 
title of “ Over the Fireside with Silent 
Friends," in which the same characteristic 
charm of style and felicity of expression is 
happily illustrated. The essays are com- 
mendably brief, rarely if ever exceeding three 
or four pages, sometimes hardly a page, but 
they are full of sound common sense, quaint 
humour, and sometimes a whimsical fancy 
which is unusually effective. The writing of 
the short essay or causerie is by no means 
easy, but Mr. King has shown himself a 
master in the craft. Two consecutive papers 
on “ Relations " and “ Polite Conversa- 
tion " may be specially noted as examples of 
Mr. King's attractive and indeed brilliant 
writing. Relations he defines as “ just ‘ re- 
lations '—men and women who treat our 
endeavours towards righteousness with all 
the outspoken hostility of those who dislike 
us, whom yet we do not want to quarrel 
with, because then there mày be nobody left 
except the village doctor to bury us." And 
again, " Relations are agreeable adjuncts at 
your own funeral, since you may always 
depend upon them saying nice things about 
you when it’s too late for you to hear 
them." For polite conversation the author 
has nothing but scorn. ^" I wish,’’ he says, 
"tit were the fashion for people to ask their 


‘friends to do something instead of secur- 


ing their society, with nothing to do 
with it when thev've got it, except to 
offer hours of conversation with literally 
nothing to say on either side. . . . The usual 
form of friendly conversation is a deadly 
thing: only a cook who at the same time 
is an artist can make it possible.” 
Ironically humorous and pointed remarks 
such as these can be found on almost every 
page, and all will find reading it a perpetual 
delight. Sir Arthur Pearson contributes an 
appreciative foreword, and half the profits on 
the sale will be given to {һе National Library 
of the Blind, Tufton Street, Westminster, 
S.W. 

Messrs. Cuatro & WiNDUS are publish- 
ing a collection of poems by Wilfred Owen, 
M.C., who fell in the war just a week before 
the armistice. The book has been edited by 
Miss Edith Sitwell and Siegfried Sassoon; 
and Mr. Sassoon has contributed an intro- 
duction. 


Messrs. MACMILLAN & Co. have published 
“The League of Nations Starts," the first 
volume published in Eurgpe giving an 
account of the actual work of the official 
League of Nations. It pictures the League 
in active everyday operation. It is pri- 
marily a statement of fact, and contains 
amongst other things a considerable amount 
of valuable material never before published 
in book form. 
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" THe Mysiery or Мовмомм,” by Mr. 
Stuart Martin, which has just been published 
by The Odhams Press, Ltd., by a timely 
coincidence appears on the hundredth anni- 
versary of the first “ Vision" of Joseph 
Smith, the founder of the movement in Man- 
chester, U.S.A. It is worth noting that in 
the succeeding hundred years it has spread 
throughout the world, and over five million 
persons have been baptised in its name.

Obituary. 

BuwPus.—November 15. At his residence, 
Finchley, aged 65, rather suddenly, Mr. 
Thomas Bumpus, head of the well-known 
firm of John and Edward Bumpus, Ltd., of 
50, Oxford Street. When the business was 
ormed into a private limited company in 
1896, he became chairman of the company, 
and had always taken a very close and active 
interest in its management. Together with 
his late brother, Mr. John Bumpus, who 
passed away some three years ago, they 
carried on the business since the death of 
their father. The business is one of the 
oldest bookselling businesses in London. 
It was commenced in 1790 at St John’s 
Gate, Clerkenwell, by John Bumpus, the 
fitst of the name, who had been for some 
ten years previously with John & Arthur 
-\rch, of Cornhill. In 1814 he removed his 
business to Holborn Bars, where he did a 
good deal of publishing as well as book- 
selling, issuing under his imprint many 
standard works, editions of Pope, Burns, 
Smollett, Junius, Plutarch, and others. He 
was succeeded by his son Thomas Bumpus, 
who in his turn retired in 1859, and was 
succeeded by his son Edward. His second 
son, John Bumpus the second, had com- 
menced business on his own account in 
Oxford Street, and on the demolition of. the 
old Holborn Bars in 1845 the two firms were 
amalgamated under the well-known style 
of John and Edward Bumpus. eJn 1880 the 
premises were rebuilt, and the next genera- 
tion Thomas and the late John Barton 
Bumpus carried on the business with in- 
creasing success Others of the family kept 
up the bookselling and literary traditions of 
the family. Thomas Benjamin Bumpus, 
son of the first Thomas Bumpus, founded 
a business in Birchin Lane in 1845, in which 
he was helped by his son John S, Bumpus, 
who was well known as a great autho- 
rity on church music, another son wrote 
several well-known books on the Cathe- 
drals of England, Germany, and elsewhere, 
while Пепгу Bumpus, of Holborn, was the 
third brother of the last generation. Mr. 
Bumpus was so devoted to his business that 
he allowed himself but little time for out- 
side interests. Пе was much liked by all 
with whom he came in contact, and his 
loss will be greatly felt by his staff and his 
many customers.

Recollections of the Empress Eugene. Ву 
Augustin Filon. (Cassell & Co.}—The unique 
personality, the historic position, and the excep- 
tionally long hfe of the late Empress Eugenie 
assure beforehand for any book which may be 
published about her after her death, much more 
than отада interest and attention. The present 
volume of “ Recollections,” by M. Augustin Filon, 
15 specially attractive and authoritative, as he was 
the tutor of the Prince Imperial for the eyentful 
nine years from 1867 to 1875. During that period 
he was a member of the Imperial Household, 
shared in the political troubles that pieceded the 
war, saw the downfall of the {шга шрот, and 
the outbreak of the Revolution, He left the 
Tuileries after the Empress herself had gone, and 
retained her close friendship for the many yeais 
of her life in England. In addition to all thia 
intimate knowledge, he was a scholar and a miter 
of distinction, во that any book from him 
dealing with his Imperial mistress must neces- 
sarily possess unique authority and interest. Hus 
book 18 not exactly a formal biography, but it 
provides an excellent and trustworthy character 
study. He makes the reader feel her remark- 
able personality, her unusual charm; he gives a 
living picture of her share in the last terrible days 
when the dynasty fell, and at Chislehuist, while 
the Prussians were still carrying on the war. On 
these points he ıs able to speak with special 
knowledge, as he was the Empress’s private secie- 
tary during her Regency: The portrait he paints 
їв that of an earnest, always we -meaning woman 
with no personal ambition and little idea of 
political intrigue. account here given of 
the life at Chislehurst and Farnborough is always 
lifelike and interesting, if ıt does not add much 
to what ıs already known. It ought, perhaps, to 
be noted that M. Filon left instructions that the 
book was not to be published until after the death 
of the Empress. Ав he himself died four years 
previously, the proofs of the translation could 
not bo revised by him, and certain notes and 
appendices he intended to have added were appa- 
rently never written. Further, ıb should be 
remembered that the book was primarily intended 
for Fiench readers, and no attempt has been 
made to alter or modify this in the English 
translation. 


ifr Balfour: A Biography. By E. T. Raymond 
(W. Collins, Sons & Co )—I& would be interesting 
to know how far Mr Balfour would assent to the 
statement that “ Most distinct as an individual, 
Mr. Arthur James Balfour belongs to an easily 
recognisable type, represented both in England 
and France, by a number of statesmen, who owe 
their fame less to any specific performance than 
to the impression created by their intellectual 
brilliance.” At any rate, there is certainly in 
Mr. Balfou's character and career а good deal 
that may be brought forward to support it, and 
throughout the book Mr, Raymond analyses and 
estimates his subject with an almost uncanny in- 
‘sight and critical judgment that attracts the inte- 
rested attention of the reader from the very 
first, His exceptional qualifications for such 
a task have already been sufficiently evidenced by 
his very successful volume, ‘‘ Uncensored Celebri- 
lies." Hence the full-length portrait which he here 
draws of Mr. Balfour goes а long way towards 
revealing to the English reading public the main 
characteristics of one who admittedly takes a 
front place among the keenest intellects, the most 
charming personalities of the present day. His
